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APPLYING  TRUTH  IN  A WORLD 
IN  TRANSITION 

This  talk  was  given  at  the  third  conference  of  Mexican 
Friends,  held  in  Mexico  City,  Nov.  1 to  4,  1961.  The 
theme  under  consideration  was  “What  is  Truth?”,  and 
Gretchen  Tuthill  had  been  asked  to  present  the 
subject  of  apirlying  truth  to  the  social  problems  of  today. 

Neither  God  nor  history  sets  us  any  problem 
we  can  not  find  strength,  love,  and  labor  to  solve. 

What  is  truth.?  By  our  lives  we  publish  that 
God  lives.  We  are  called  to  respond  faithfully  to 
that  of  God  in  every  man.  To  do  this  we  must 
distinguish  between  truth  and  error,  whoever 
we  are,  wherever  we  are,  whatever  tasks  are 
lacing  us.  'Phen  we  can  give  our  best  to  each 
other.  We  must  let  no  falsification  of  history 
divide  us.  We  must  let  no  fear  or  false  witness 
divide  us.  We  must,  in  intelligent  love,  resist  any 
form  of  tyranny  over  the  minds  of  men.  I belong 
to  that  America  which  has  always  taken  our  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  literally;  that  “all  men 
are  created  equal  and  are  endowed  by  theii' 
Creator  with  certain  inalienable  rights  . . In 
my  country  again  today  many  are  offering  non- 
violent resistance  to  the  encroachments  of  ra- 
cists and  the  miHtary  on  the  sovereign  right  of 
citizens.  As  in  the  18th  century,  we  assent  to 
Thomas  Jefferson’s  profound  maxim;  “Resistance 
to  tyranny  is  obedience  to  God.” 

just  bet  ore  coming  to  you,  I took  part  in  a 
puolic  meeting  in  Los  Angeles  dedicated  to  up- 
lioldmg  the  tour  justices  of  our  Supreme  Court 
who  warn  my  countrymen  that  government  by 
consent  of  the  governed  is  in  mortal  peril  in  our 
land  today.  I spoke  there  about  the  questions 
which  I have  been  asked  in  japan,  India,  Kenya, 
in  various  capitals  of  Europe,  and  in  our  own 
Deep  South.  They  are  (piestious  asked  by  per- 
sons concerned  for  mutual  equalitv  and  respect 
among  unlike  persons  and  states.  I am  not  much 
of  a s])eaker.  I prefer  to  work  among  my  fruit 
trees,  cooking,  or  caring  for  the  sick  . . . But 
all  our  lives  are  caught  up  iu  revolutionary 
changes.  One  may  be  called  to  conceixT^  of  being 
a real  Friend  in  new  and  revolutionarv  ways. 
We  are  to  be  peacemakers.  Then  our  children 
and  their  children  may  live  to  make  life  on  this 
earth  contiuuallv  more  abundant.  1 went  to  that 
meeting  in  Los  Angeles  because  I know'  thaj 
there  can  be  no  jieace  w'here  hatred,  fear  and 
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an  unchecked  military  power  are  allowed  to  pre- 
vail. 

Wonderful  new  powers  are  opening  to  man- 
kind. We  are  called  to  think  deeply,  to  love  deep- 
ly, to  trust  that  nothing  we  do  or  refuse  to  do 
— if  we  do  it  faithfully  — is  ever  lost.  Perhaps 
neither  we,  nor  our  religions,  were  good  enough 
before  World  War  II?  Today,  perhaps,  we  must 
conceive  of  each  child  born,  as  “the  Word  made 
flesh.” 

In  these  last  years,  God  has  given  me  the  joy 
of  observing  some  new  ways  in  which  the  trans- 
forming power  of  love  is  changing  men’s  lives 
and  creating  more  justice.  I want  to  share  with 
you  a few  e.xamples  of  ways  in  which  truth  is 
being  applied  to  the  most  vital  j)roblems  facing 
people  today. 

In  Hiroshima,  and  in  other  places  in  Japan,  I 
have  found  great  love  for  all  mankind,  real  for- 
giveness for  all  the  suffering  caused  by  my  coun- 
try. Those  Japanese  have  only  the  burning  desire 
that  no  other  people  on  earth  shall  ever  again 
suffer  as  they  have  done.  Millions  of  Japanese 
each  year  witness  to  the  cause  of  peace,  by  tak- 
ing part  in  long  marches  and  in  other  ways.  They 
call  for  an  end  to  nuclear  tests  and  the  use  of 
these  horrible  weapons.  They  are  resolved  to 
lead  the  \vorld  awav  from  such  errors.  Thev  all 
work  for  universal  disarmament. 

Last  December,  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  I found 
the  same  forgiveness,  intelligent  love,  plus  organ- 
ized non-violent  resistance  to  wrong-doing.  Giv- 
ing out  leaflets  with  the  students  down  town  one 
afternoon,  I was  stopped  by  a white  woman  about 
my  own  age.  “Why  do  you  do  that?”  she  asked 
me.  When  I replied,  “This  I must  do  because  I 
am  a Ghristian,”  and  then  asked  her,  “Aren’t 
you?”,  she  was  visibly  startled.  “Not  that  kind!” 
she  cried.  And  walked  off.  I think  the  process  of 
truth  had  begun  in  her. 

The  preachers  of  Atlanta  called  a sunrise 
prayer  service  in  support  of  the  students’  non- 
violent efforts  to  get  eating  places  open  to  all. 
With  8,000  Negro  people  I stood  in  cold  rain 
in  an  outdoor  stadium,  while  they  prayed  for 
national,  state  and  local  officials  and  law- 
makers, the  churches,  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  the 
White  Gitizens  Gouncils,  and  all  who  had  tres- 
passed against  them.  They  prayed  that  they 
might  come  to  see  that  all  men  are  brothers  and 
can  live  together  in  peace  and  equality.  “We 
shall  love  our  enemies  till  they  become  our 
friends”  was  the  essence  of  those  prayers. 
Throughout  the  service  there  was  not  one  ex- 
pression of  bitterness,  resentment  or  hostility. 
They  stated  their  sufferings  clearly.  They  re- 
solved to  continue  their  peaceable  demonstra- 
tions until  all  injustice  is  ended. 

Here  was  love,  transforming  love,  indeed.  My 


feeling  at  Hiroshima  became  my  feeling  in 
Atlanta,  as  it  is  my  feeling  in  Mexico  — grief 
over  the  guilt  of  my  country  for  the  wrongs  it 
is  doing  at  home  and  abroad,  grief  at  being  an 
unwilling  party  to  cruel  actions  against  my 
brothers,  actions  that  bar  the  way  to  a more 
abundant  life  for  all  people.  And  I discovered 
the  laughter  of  truth,  triumphing  in  new  wavs. 
The  Atlanta  preacher  ooened  that  service  bv 
calling  out:  “Who  says  God  is  dead?  He  is  not 
even  sick!” 

Last  August  I was  given  messages  to  bring  to 
Ghristians  in  my  countrv  from  some  members 
of  St.  John’s  Ghnrch  in  Nakuru,  Kenya.  It  is  an 
African  Anglican  church.  “Tell  Ghristians  we 
regret  the  way  ^ur  people  are  treated  in  the 
United  States.  We  are  depending  on  them  to 
correct  this.”  Another  message:  “We  are  praying 
for  a united  Ghristian  church.  Ask  Ghristians  to 
pray  and  work  for  this,  so  we  may  have  greater 
strength.”  These  people  spoke  in  firm,  loving 
resolve. 

Another  example  comes  from  Friends  of  East 
Africa.  I visited  them  at  their  Yearly  Meeting 
and  saw  many  of  their  leaders  at  the  recent 
Friends  World  Gommitee  meeting.  There  it  was 
my  privilege  to  meet  Gointa  Gonzales,  the  re- 
presentative from  Mexico.  She  has  alreadv  told 
you  of  the  loving  care  which  was  extended  to 
us.  African  Friends  made  us  happy  and  com- 
fortable, able  to  respond  to  new  forms  of  wor- 
ship. They  made  us  aware  of  the  true  unitv  in 
which  we  all  live. 

Friends  in  Berlin,  where  I visited  briefly, 
have  been  prevented  from  meeting  together,  as 
they  had  always  done,  in  East  Berlin.  I could 
cross  from  West  to  East  because  I was  an  alien 
there.  Neither  group  had  any  rancor  or  hatred. 
They  felt  only  the  loving  will  to  seek  and  find 
some  reconciling  part  in  bringing  unity,  without 
force  or  violence,  to  their  city  and  country. 
Recent  news  has  come  that  one  of  their  mem- 
bers has  been  granted  permission  to  cross  from 
West  to  East,  without  restriction,  re-establishing 
some  personal  contact  between  the  members  of 
that  Eriends  Meeting.  Who  doubts  that  further 
gains  will  be  made  by  those  Berlin  Eriends  as 
they  continue  fearless  and  faithful  efforts? 

So  we  must  all  use  to  the  fullest  extent  the 
power  we  have  at  hand,  loving  kindness  to  all 
men,  as  we  set  ourselves  against  evil  and  out- 
worn systems.  This  was  Jesus’  way,  and  it  is  still 
the  best.  Let  us  begin  by  trusting  fully  our  own 
power,  which  comes  from  God  and  depends 
upon  His  guidance,  to  create  the  conditions  for 
equality  and  peace  for  all  mankind.  If  we  keep 
searching,  we  shall  find  fresh,  non-violent  ways 
to  advance  our  cause:  God’s  kingdom  on  earth.

THE  MORE  IMPORTANT  PART 

Business  transacted  at  the  eighth  meeting  of 
the  Friends  World  Committee  in  August:  the 
naming  of  Blanche  Shafer  to  replace  Herbert 
Hadley  as  secretary  at  the  International  Head- 
ouarters  in  England,  the  retirement  of  James 
Walker  to  become  chairman  and  the  aiipoint- 
ment  of  Herbert  Hadley  to  take  his  j'llace  as 
secretary  for  the  American  Section,  the  setting 
of  the  ninth  meeting  in  Dublin  in  1964,  and 
the  acceptance  of  Guilford  College’s  invitation 
for  another  World  Conference  in  1967.  — all 
this  business  was  important,  but  150  Friends 
from  27  countries  did  not  need  to  trayel  all  the 
way  to  Central  Africa  to  do  it.  Much  more  im- 
portant, as  Fkrner  Nuhn  has  pointed  out  (in 
the  October  Bulletin),  was  the  ojiportunity  for 
150  Friends  to  know  African  Friends  and  learn 
first  hand  of  the  problems,  both  of  Meetings 
and  nations,  confronting  them. 

Important  likewise,  I think,  was  the  opportun- 
ity it  afforded  African  Friends  to  meet  and  know 
representati\e  Friends  from  mam'  parts  of  the 
world.  Many  Africans  learned  for  the  first  time 
of  the  wide  distribution  of  (Juakers  and  of  their 
wider  concerns  and  iirograms.  F\en  that  there 
were  Quakers  lix  ing  in  England,  Cermanx',  India 
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and  Japan  was  news  to  many  African  Friends; 
and  that  they  were,  and  had  long  been,  con- 
cerned with  problems  of  peace,  education,  health, 
even  economics  and  politics  as  well  as  religion, 
was  a revelation  to  them.  It  may  well  be  that  in 
the  past  these  were  sid:>jects  of  little  concern  for 
the  uneducated  rural  folk  of  Africa,  but  that 
time  is  suddenly  past.  With  Uhiiru  (freedom) 
spreading  like  the  annual  grass  fires  over  all  of 
the  continent,  these  are  areas  of  human  relations 
that  have  become  very  important  to  them.  The 
discussions  and  sub-conferences  in  these  areas 
were  obviously  of  the  greatest  interest  and  con- 
cern to  the  African  Quakers  who  already  are 
called  upon  to  take  a heavy  share  in  the  affairs 
of  their  emerging  states.

From  Scattergood  School,  Kms  Etter  sends 
word  that  writing  time  is  very  scarce.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  school  work,  the  Young  Friends 
have  work  crews  which  change  every  three 
weeks.  It  seems  that  strange  things  have  been 
happening  on  the  crews  to  which  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  members  have  been  assigned.  There 
are  complaints  of  scorched  shirts  and  missing 
socks  from  the  “patrons”  of  Bill  Bruee’s  laundry 
crew,  and  Lynne  Jorgenson’s  experiment  with 
green  bread  has  not  met  with  approval,  since 
the  food  coloring  was  mistaken  for  mold.  Kris 
and  her  job  of  cleaning  up  the  paint  department 
have  resulted  in  a new  tvpe  of  wall  design  — 
multi-colored  polka  dots!  Really,  Kris,  at  your 
age! 

In  Honolulu,  Stratton  Jaquette  reports  there 
is  a young  people’s  group  (9th  to  12th  grade) 
of  about  eight.  They  plan  to  meet  each  week, 
alternating  between  Sunday  morning  and  eve- 
ning, to  have  discussions  with  a speaker,  or  to 
meet  with  other  youth  groups.  Three  of  the 
Young  Friends  are  teaching  all  the  classes  of  the 
Firstdav  School  for  about  one- third  of  the  year. 

On  November  2,  the  Young  Friends  of  Port- 
land had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  Stuart 
Innerst  without  benefit  of  adults.  We  had  a 
very  lively  discussion  on  nuclear  testing:  why 
it  is  taking  place,  what  other  projects  the  allotted 
money  could  be  used  for,  and  its  effect  on  future 
generations.  We  also  talked  about  fall-out  and 
bomb  shelters,  and  the  stepped-up  Civil  Defense 
Program,  as  well  as  Communism  in  Cuba. 

On  November  4,  there  was  a United  Nations 
Peace  Walk  in  Portland,  organized  by  college 


students  for  peace,  and  supported  by  the  AFSC 
and  the  FOR.  The  same  week  end  there  was 
Quarterly  Meeting  in  Eugene,  with  Stuart  In- 
nerst, so  choosing  where  to  be  was  not  easy. 
There  was  a wonderful  turnout  at  the  walk  of 
about  650,  with  many  of  the  Young  Friends  par- 
ticipating. 

Don’t  miss  Nina  Dodd’s  concern,  below. 
“That  Friend  speaks  my  mind.’’  I had  intended 
to  write  in  the  same  vein,  but  Nina  put  her  ( and 
my)  feelings  on  paper  before  I did.  I’d  like  to 
add  a suggestion  which  Beth  Prideaux  made  at 
Quarterlv  Meeting:  write  one  letter  a week, 
Alany  of  us  intend  to  get  several  letters  off,  but 
we  just  never  sit  down  and  actually  get  them 
written.  But  a few  moments  a week  spent  by  all 
of  us  — an  amazing  number  of  letters  will  get 
written. 

This  is  “Lumpy  Jumpy”  signing  off.  She  hopes 
many  of  you  will  send  items  for  the  next  column.

Dear  Young  Friends: 

Recently  Stuart  Innerst,  our  “Friend  in  Wash- 
ington” spoke  with  a group  of  people  at  Uni- 
versity Friends  A4eeting,  Seattle.  There  he  made 
me  realize  that  I can  do  something  more  for 
peace  than  I am  doing,  something  that  very  much 
needs  to  be  clone. 

At  the  1960  Yearly  Meeting  in  Salem,  Oregon, 
when  we  felt  so  strongly  about  peace  problems 
that  we  wrote  a Alinute  of  Concern,  Stuart 
Innerst  was  one  of  the  primary  awakeners  of  our 
concern.  I think  we  need  to  recledicate  ourselves 
to  that  Minute,  not  just  passively  but  actively. 

Stuart  said  when  he  could  not  convince  Con- 
gressmen to  work  for  peace  because  their  people 
back  home  were  pouring  in  requests  for  anns 
and  bomb  testing,  he  had  to  come  away  from 
Washington  and  speak  with  the  “gress  roots.” 
We  are  the  grass  roots.  We  must  let  our  Con- 
gressment,  governors,  ambassadors,  and  presi- 
dent know  how  we  feel!  How  can  they  know 
there  is  anv  other  side  to  such  cpiestions  as 
bomb  testing  if  we  don’t  let  them  hear  our  side? 
The  side  for  military  might  is  very  vocal. 

Besides  letting  our  representatives  in  govern- 
ment know,  we  need  to  let  the  people  around 
us  know  through  letters  to  the  editor  of  our 
newspaper. 

Most  people  accept  bomb  shelters  as  neces- 
sarv  and  good.  The  don’t  have  any  idea  shelters 
would  be  useless  in  case  of  attack.  They  don’t 
know  that  our  massive  civil  defense  program  is 
making  us  appear  to  all  the  world  to  be  prepar- 
ing for  an  inevitable  war  and  not  trying  for 
peace.  We’ve  got  to  let  them  know  the  things 
which  have  made  us  from  our  opinions,  so  they 
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may  judge  for  themselves  with  more  insight  and 
knowledge. 

This  is  one  thing  the  Young  Friends  can  do. 
Please  help  me  and  help  others  with  my  great 
concern.  Talk  to  your  parents  and  other  Friends 
about  writing,  too. 

The  first  step  is  hardest,  but  once  you  begin, 
the  next  step  is  easier.  I know  with  homework 
and  other  such  business,  this  sort  of  task  is  easy 
to  put  off,  but  the  need  for  letter- writing  action 
is  so  urgent  that  I think  we  can  find  time  for  it.

ALL-MEXICO  FRIENDS  CONFERENCE 

No  one  who  has  not  had  the  experience  can  visualize 
the  warmth  and  joy  of  a “reunion”  of  Mexican  Friends. 
Stranger  or  old  friend,  one  feels  enfolded  with  love,  as 
with  a blanket  of  pure  wool,  at  the  same  time  warm 
and  almost  weightless. 

About  sixty  people  assembled  in  Mexico  City  for  the 
third  annual  conference  of  Friends.  There  was  great 
diversity  in  age  (in  one  family  three  generations  were 
represented),  and  also  in  talents,  abilitx^  and  occupation. 
We  came  from  Ciudad  Victoria,  Monterrey,  El  Mante, 
and  of  course  Mexico  City,  and  at  least  5 different 
places  in  the  United  States.  But  all  shared  in  many  ways 
the  things  of  the  spirit,  and  we  found  we  could  com- 
municate and  become  united  in  love. 

A great  deal  of  study  had  preceded  the  conferencce; 
the  profound  questions  had  been  carefully  considered 
earlier  by  individuals  and  groups.  Thinking  about  and 
discussing  them  together,  we  found  ourselves  growing 
in  understanding.  If  we  could  not  formulate  perfect 
answers,  we  found  jov  in  the  searching.  We  agreed 
that,  in  our  own  smallness,  we  must  remain  open  to 
the  light  of  Truth  and  apply  the  mystical  insights  of 
times  past  to  the  necessities  and  weaknesses  of  our 
time. 

The  children  were  with  older  Friends  for  worship  each 
morning,  and  then  engaged  in  programs  of  their  own, 
cared  for  by  devoted  Friends  who  had  arranged  exciting 
tours  to  the  pyramids  and  Chapultepec  Park  which 
kept  them  busy  and  happv.  The  young  Friends  met 
with  the  adults,  but  decided  that  next  year  they  would 
hold  some  sessions  by  themselves.  This  plan  was  ap- 
proved by  the  group. 

The  meditation  room  at  the  Casa  de  los  Amigos  was 
full,  almost  to  overcrowding,  at  all  the  evening  sessions, 
when  the  regular  conference  members  were  joined  by 
Friends  from  Mexico  City  Meeting,  and  friends  of  the 
Friends.  Anna  Brinton  opened  the  conference  with  a 
simple  but  profound  study  of  the  place  of  a small  re- 
ligious group:  we  can  he  the  conscience  for  the  larger 
community,  we  can  help  with  communication  between 
group  and  group,  and  we  can  contribute  by  caring 
deeply.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  two  persons  present 
who  had  attended  the  Friends  World  Committee  in 
Kenya:  Cointa  Gonzalez  and  Gretchen  Tutlull,  who 
shared  their  pictures  and  experiences  with  us.  The  high 
point  of  the  conference  was  reached  the  last  evening 
when  Domingo  Bicart  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  spoke 
on  the  Inner  Light;  we  hope  that  this  talk  will  be 
available  later,  in  both  languages. 

The  next  conference  will  be  held  in  Ciudad  Victoria 
iu  the  state  of  Tamaidipas,  in  tlie  spring  of  1963. 

This  third  “reunion”  had  many  of  the  (}ualiti(\s  of 
a retreat:  it  had  had  careful  preparation,  it  retained 
an  unhurried  atmosphere,  it  was  ('iiliveued  by  humor. 


and  we  knew  one  another  in  the  love  which  comes  from 
acceptance  of  one  another’s  difficulties  as  well  as  in- 
sights,

Cultural  exchange  between  Claremont,  Calif.,  and 
Kumasi,  Ghana,  as  “sister  cities”,  was  implemented  by 
Ferner  Nuhn  of  Claremont  Meeting,  who  stopped  in 
Ghana  on  his  way  home  from  the  meeting  of  the  Friends 
World  Committee  in  Kenya.  On  October  26,  he  pre- 
sented slides  and  spoke  about  the  African  city  to  a 
community  meeting.  He  was  assisted  by  Larry  Sager,  a 
student  at  Pomona  College,  who  spent  part  of  last  sum- 
mer in  Ghana,  as  a part  of  a Crossroads  Africa  irroject.

Ann  Salyer  writes  that  Barbara  Elfrandt,  member 
of  Pima  Meeting,  eontinues  to  teach,  and  there  has  been 
a great  deal  of  publicity  in  the  newspapers  on  the  loyalty 
oath  issue,  “both  for  and  against.”  The  other  two  teachers 
have  been  teaching  without  pay,  “and  their  supervisors 
have  publicaly  stated  that  they  are  good  teachers.” 

She  continues:  “Some  information  regarding  Vern 

Elfbrandt,  Barbara’s  husband,  may  be  helpful.  In  the 
state  of  Arizona,  teaching  certificates  are  kept  valid  by 
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the  holder  continuing  his  education.  Vern’s  certificate 
was  due  to  expire  unless  he  obtained  university  credits. 
He  is  attending  the  University  of  Arizona,  but  has  been 
unable  to  get  a part-time  job.  They  have  enough  money 
to  take  care  of  tuition  this  semester,  but  Vern  will  need 
scholarship  funds  for  next  semester.”
